THE  NEW  SHUTTLE 

is  a  solid  steel  forging,  tempered ;  the  tension  being  on  the  thread  and  not  on  the 
bobbin,  insures  an  equal  strain  on  the  thread,  whether  the  bobbin  be  full  or 
nearly  empty,  and  is  easily  threaded. 

THE  TENSIONS 

are  the  most  absolutely  simple  and  practically  perfect  yet  invented;  having 
none  of  the  objections  heretofore  in  other  machines,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  they 
can  be  improved,  being  SELF-ADJUSTING.  It  will  literally  sew  from  tissue 
paper  to  leather,  and  no  change  is  required  in  passing  over  seams. 

The  tension  plates  are  close  to  the  needle,  and  if  the  thread  is  cut  from  the 
spool,  will  work  until  the  thread  is  exhausted.  The  Throat  Tube  is  a  new  feature, 
so  that  coarse  No.  8  cotton,  or  the  finest  300,  can  be  used  practically. 

THE    NEEDLE    IS   SELF-SETTING. 

By  this  is  meant,  that  in  setting  the  needle.it  enters  the  needle-bar  but  one  way, 
and  when  set,  is  neither  too  high  nor  too  low,  but  always  correct,  and  as  it  is 
invariably  the  same  distance  from  the  shuttle,  whether  the  needle  is  coarse  or 
fine,  the  formation  of  the  loop  is  mechanically  infallible.  The  needles  are  short 
and  straight,  and  peculiar  to  this  machine. 

THE    NEW   FEED   MOTION 

is  the  very  ne  plus  ultra  of  human  invention,  and  cannot  be  simplified  or  im- 
proved. It  starts  from  the  needle  always,  whether  the  stitch  is  long  or  short, 
seams  are  no  impediment,  and  the  feed  never  fails  or  halts,  as  it  is  positive  in  all 
its  movements,  no  springs  being  used.  Therefore,  no  irregularity  of  the  stitch- 
ing occurs  when  increasing  the  speed.  The  stitch  can  be  regulated  from  the 
smallest  possible  stitch  to  one  of  a  quarter  of  an  inch  in  length. 

THE  TAKE-UP 

is  variable  and  positive,  and  performs  its  work  with  an  ease,  simplicity,  cer- 
tainty and  accuracy  almost  human.  Mechanically,  it  cannot  give  more  or  less 
than  just  thread  enough  to  form  the  loop,  whether  the  goods  be  thick  or  thin. 
The\lock  is  in  the  center  of  the  fabric. 

THE   PATENT  CAM-SLIDE 

is  a  new  feature  in  the  Secor  Machine.  It  is  made  of  hardened  steel, in  which  are 
two  small  plungers,  causing  the  slide  to  run  smooth  and  noiseless,  and  obviates 
the  harsh,  grinding  noise  occasioned  by  using  steel  rollers.
